VISION MOVES 
A STEP CLOSER 


FAR-REACHING plans to trans¬ 
form Banbury and the surround¬ 
ing area over the next 15 years have 
moved a step closer after council¬ 
lors agreed to recommend them for 
approval ahead of a crucial meet¬ 
ing this month. 

At a meeting of the executive at 
Cherwell District Council on Monday, 
councillors were asked to pledge their 
support for the Banbury Vision and 
Masterplan. 

The amended document outlines fu¬ 
ture development for the area up to 2031 
and includes traffic improvements and 
new housing projects. 

Speaking at the meeting, Banbury 
Ruscote councillor and leader of the op¬ 
position Sean Woodcock said the mas¬ 
terplan had been a long time coming. 

He said: “This is an opportunity to 
make our town better. 

“It is an opportunity to make Banbury 
a prime place that I know it can be and a 
great opportunity to make it better. 

“We welcome the plan, it is finally 
here and we welcome the work of offic¬ 
ers but it would have been good if it had 
come a bit earlier.” 

Banbury Hardwick councillor John 
Donaldson agreed that the plan present¬ 
ed good opportunities for the area. 

He said: “It is a great piece of work, it

strikes the right balance for our town. 
We can now look forward for things to 
really begin and gel together.” 

Before the motion to recommend the 
plan was agreed, leader of the council 
Barry Wood said: “I need officers to now 
think about how you are going to devel¬ 
op the plan.” 

The vision document outlines various 
projects for the area, including retail 
and cultural activities. 

The document reads: “The significant 
housing growth planned for Banbury 
will provide the opportunity to develop 
Banbury into a stronger regional cen¬ 
tre with a full range of retail, leisure, 
cultural, sporting and social activi¬ 
ties. To deliver this role the strategic 
roads, public transport network and 
car parking will need to be improved, 
together with better training and 
higher education opportunities for 
local people. To facilitate this growth, 
investment is required in apprentice¬ 
ships, training and education and the 
delivery of suitable employment sites. 

“A diversifying and thriving town 
centre and expanding regional influ¬ 
ence will also draw a wider range of 
professional service jobs.”

Among the proposals in the document, 
which was put out for consultation be¬ 
tween March and April, are traffic im¬ 
provements at the M40 junction 11. 

A spine road is also planned through 
residential developments from the A361 
and A4260 as well as town centre roads. 

Housing developments in the sur¬ 
rounding area and an improvement of 
Banbury’s town centre are also identi¬ 
fied in the document including event 
promotion and the temporary opening 
up of vacant shops. New public spaces 
and cultural activities are also planned 
as part of the vision document. 

Councillors will next be asked to for¬ 
mally agree the finished vision docu¬ 
ment at a full council meeting to be held 
on Monday, December 19.

PEOPLE across Oxfordshire 
are being urged to spare a few 
minutes this Christmas signing 
up online to the organ donor 
register. 

NHS Blood and Transplant, 
which runs the register, said 
there were 6,500 people 
across the UK on the 
transplant waiting list, 
including 77 in the county. 

In the past five years 176 
people in the county have had 
a life-saving transplant but 26 
have died waiting for a 
transplant. 

Sally Johnson, NHS Blood 
and Transplant director of 
organ donation and 
transplantation, said: “It’s a 
terrible shame that so many 
people who want to save lives 
through organ donation have 
not taken the next, simple step 
to register that decision. 


“We all have busy lives, yet 
most of us would admit that 
we still find ourselves whiling 
time away and delaying doing 
important things. 

“This Christmas, we are 
asking everyone who supports 
organ donation to take just a 
few minutes of their online 
time to show that support by 
joining the NHS Organ Donor 
Register.” 

The Banbury Cake has been 
campaigning for more people 
to sign up to the register. 

While most people support 
organ donation, only about a 
third of people in the UK have 
joined the register. 

In Oxfordshire 302,295 
people have registered their 
decision to be an organ donor.

TRIBUTES continue to pour in for a 
popular and well-known ‘people’s cham¬ 
pion’ of Banbury who died last month. 

Former Banbury Town Mayor and 
councillor George Parish died on No¬ 
vember 26 at a care home in Oxford of 
natural causes. 

Mr Parish represented the Banbury 
Ruscote ward on Cherwell District 
Council for more than two decades and 
was perhaps best known for playing a 
pivotal role in preventing the downsiz¬ 
ing of the Horton General Hospital. 

The leader of Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil Barry Wood led tributes to the ‘con¬ 
scientious councillor’ this week. 

He said: “The news of George’s pass¬ 
ing is a terrible blow. 

“During his time at Cherwell he was 
a very conscientious councillor and 
one that had great visibility within his 
ward. 

“It is widely acknowledged that he 
was the driving force behind the Keep 
the Horton campaign and his commit¬ 
ment to protecting local services was 
a testament to his devotion to not only 
Ruscote, but Banbury as a whole. 

“George earned the respect of mem¬ 
bers from all political parties and re¬ 
ceived huge support from the residents 
he spent 22 years working to serve.” 

Sean Woodcock, leader of the oppo¬ 
sition, also paid his respects and said: 
“Everyone in Banbury will be feeling 
an immense sense of loss at George’s 
passing. He is rightly remembered as 
the man who saved the Horton Hospital. 

“For this, the town and wider area, 
took him to their hearts. 

“This was not difficult. His innate 
warmth and jovial character meant 
that he was, almost literally, friends 
with everyone he encountered. 

“One of my favourite stories that he 
told me was how it regularly took him 
three hours to complete his shopping 
because of all the people who wanted to 
talk to him. 


“He was, quite simply, Mr Horton Hos¬ 
pital.” 

Mr Parish served as a Labour member 
for the Banbury Ruscote ward at Cher¬ 
well between May 1990 and October 2012 
before standing down. 

He was elected the council’s chairman 
between 2010 and 2011. 

Mr Parish worked at Kraft Foods for 
more than 30 years and was the shop 
steward for the Transport and General 
Workers Union. 

Between 2006 and 2008 he led a three- 


year battle as chairman of the Save 
the Horton campaign over proposals to 
downgrade the Horton General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The radical changes to paediatric 
services, obstetrics, gynaecology and 
the Special Care Baby Unit were over¬ 
turned by the Secretary of State after 
a full inquiry by the Independent Re¬ 
configuration Panel. The panel found 
that Banbury was too far distant to risk 
emergency patients being transported 
some 25 miles away to Oxford.

Charity fun run Santas

MORE than 400 Santas took 
on the annual fun run on 
Sunday which looks set to 
raise more than £15,000 for 
Katharine House Hospice. 

The fundraisers, many of 
whom were running in memory 
of loved ones, assembled on a 
crisp, sunny morning in Spice¬ 
ball Park, joining either a 4km 
run or a 1km walk in aid of the 
local hospice. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
also supported the event, posing 
for pictures with the Santas be¬ 
forehand and praising the ‘bril¬ 
liant atmosphere’ at the start 
line. She was one of the fortu¬ 
nate few to witness the unusual 
sight of a sea of red and white- 
dressed dancers attempting a 
salsa as part of the warm-up. 

Relative normality quickly re¬ 
sumed as the 400-strong crowd 
began the run around the park. 

The hospice revealed after the 
event that the seventh annual 
run looked set to raise more 
than £15,000 to support people 
facing life-limiting illnesses. 

Chris Higgins, communica¬ 
tions officer at the Hospice, 
thanked the hundreds of people 
who took part to raise money. 

He said: “The Santa Fun Run 
is a fantastic family morning 
out, and the atmosphere on Sun¬ 
day was brilliant. 

“We were so pleased to see so 
many families coming together 
to raise money for their local 
hospice. People take part in the 



Burglary warning 

NEIGHBOURHOOD police officers have 
asked residents living in and near North 
Oxfordshire villages to check their house 
security measures following a recent 
increase in burglaries.

A GP surgery has been rated as ‘requires 
improvement’ overall by a health 
watchdog. 

Dr Wignell and Partners, also known as 
Windrush Surgery, in Banbury treated 
patients with ‘compassion, dignity and 
respect’ but the inspector found lessons 
were not always identified and shared to 
make sure action was taken to improve 
safety in the practice as a result of 
significant events and complaints. 

A Care Quality Commission inspector 
visited the surgery, in West Bar. on 
October 3 and published a report last 
week. It was rated ‘good’ in two of the five 
areas. 

Sleep-out help 

SCHOOL pupils raised more than £600 
for a homelessness charity by holding a 
sponsored sleep-out. 

Youngsters at Sibford School near 
Banbury spent the night of November 25 
under the art block in support of 
Banbury Young Homelessness Project.

A CARE home near Banbury 
is celebrating after receiving 
a glowing report from the 
country’s health watchdog. 

Lifecarers in Bloxham was in¬ 
spected by the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission and was rated ‘good’ in 
all five key areas. 

Inspectors praised the staff 
and the environment of the pri¬ 
vate care home which supports 
45 people with a range of dis¬ 
abilities including dementia and 
social exclusion. 

Inspectors said its level of safe¬ 
ty, effectiveness, care, responsive¬ 
ness and leadership were good. 

Inspectors said: “People told 
us they felt safe and they compli¬ 
mented the support received. 

“Staff understood their respon¬ 
sibilities in relation to safeguard¬ 
ing. Staff had received regular 
training to make sure they stayed 
up to date with recognising and 
reporting safety concerns. 

“The service had systems in 
place to notify the appropriate 
authorities where concerns were 


identified. Individual risks to 
people were assessed and record¬ 
ed and management plans were 
in place to manage he risks. 

“People received their medi¬ 
cines as prescribed by appropri¬ 
ately trained staff. People were 
supported to access health ser¬ 
vices when required. 

“Staff had the skills and knowl¬ 
edge to support people and re¬ 
ceived training allowing them to 
carry out their roles effectively 
“We found the provider had an 
effective system to regularly as¬ 
sess and monitor the quality of 
service that people received. 

“Regular monitoring across a 
number of areas such as health 
and safety and staff development 
was undertaken by manage¬ 
ment.” 


Inspectors aid staff were car¬ 
ing and treated patients with 
dignity and respect and had also 
developed positive relationships. 

Branch manager Marta Wutke 
said: “Our belief is that every 
one of us needs to be treated as 
an individual, and we all have 
different ways of doing things 
and above all we have a choice. 

“It is also about helping clients 
maintain a dignified and inde¬ 
pendent lifestyle within their 
own homes, so this gives peace of 
mind to their families too. 

“From our recent CQC inspec¬ 
tion, some of our clients were 
asked on their feedback. 

“It was lovely to hear that our 
clients feel that peace of mind 
‘go beyond expectations’ and that 
‘our carers really do care’.”

Number of rough sleepers drops by 20 per cent 


THE number of rough sleepers across the 
district has reduced by nearly 20 per cent 
over the past year. 

An annual estimate of those people 
sleeping rough, carried out by Cherwell 
District Council, recorded a total of 17 
people. 

This was down on last year's count of 21 
rough sleepers. 

John Donaldson, Cherwell District 
Council lead memberfor housing, said: 
"We are pleased at this reduction in the 


estimated number of rough sleepers in 
Cherwell. Nevertheless, there is no room 
for complacency. 

"Cherwell and its partner agencies will 
continue to work together to identify and 
support the homeless and offer them 
routes to warmth and stability, which 
include referrals to access 24-hour support 
based within Oxford and 13 supported 
beds within Cherwell district. 

"We encourage members of the public to 
report cases of rough sleeping via the 


StreetLink website and if they wish to 
donate, to use The Beacon Centre's text 
message service." 

The council has committed itself to 
working with several different parties 
across the county to spend a total of 
£2,940,000 to help the homelessness 
situation across the county. 

The funding will help support a three- 
year plan to provide supported 
accommodation in Oxford city and the 13 
supported units within Cherwell.

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Heads slam grammar proposal 



Letter to PM from teachers 
argues selective schools 
would damage economy

‘RETROGRADE and danger¬ 
ous’ plans to bring grammar 
schools back to Oxfordshire 
have been criticised in a letter 
sent by county headteachers to 
the Prime Minister and Educa¬ 
tion Secretary 

The letter, seen exclusively by 
the Banbury Cake, said selective 
schools would damage the county’s 
economy, leave some children be¬ 
hind and damage social mobility 

Kate Curtis, headteacher of The¬ 
resa May’s old school Wheatley 
Park, is among its signatories, 
along with 31 other headteachers 
and five chief executives of multi 
academy trusts. 

The letter reads: “We write to you 
today to express our strong opposi¬ 
tion to the government’s proposal to 
expand selective education. 

“We urge you to withdraw this 
wholly misplaced, retrograde and 
dangerous plan, which is supported 
neither by hard evidence nor the 
teaching profession itself. 

“The grammar school proposal is 
one which we wholeheartedly re¬ 
ject. 

“Comprehensive schools current¬ 
ly deliver excellent and improving 
standards for young people despite 
the increasing pressures and finan¬ 


cial constraints upon them.” 

The headteachers said selective 
schools would not provide the high¬ 
ly skilled workers Oxfordshire’s 
economy needs. 

They also said the issue was de¬ 
tracting from the real challenges 
faced by schools, such as recruiting 
and retaining good teachers. 

Ms Curtis said: “There is a risk of 
a left-behind generation if we are 
not careful. 


“For our economy and society 
well-funded education in all-ability 
schools is most advantageous. 

“I think the government will lis¬ 
ten. People in the government look¬ 
ing at education policy are very 
serious about doing the best for 
children. 

“I think Mrs May knows my posi¬ 
tion. It is not a personal point about 
her or Justine Greening. I am sure 
we all want the same thing, we just 


disagree about how to go about it.” 

In the summer Mrs May said she 
wanted to lift the ban on new gram¬ 
mar schools being created, which 
has been in place since 1998. 

A government consultation on the 
proposals closes on Monday. But the 
letter states that the schools could 
lead to ‘division, privilege and in¬ 
equality’. 

Didcot Girls’ School headteacher 
Rachael Warwick, was among the 


headteachers who signed it. 

She said: “Whatever test is dreamt 
up to test children at 11, the funda¬ 
mental point remains that children 
develop at different ages and stages. 

“For every grammar school ‘suc¬ 
cess story’ there are countless coun¬ 
ter stories which are never heard or 
shared in the media. 

“Instead of tinkering, once more, 
with structural reform, the govern¬ 
ment would be better advised to di¬ 
rect its energies towards reversing 
the teacher recruitment crisis and 
funding schools at an acceptable 
level. 

“If this does not happen, grammar 
schools or not, the school system we 
are building for the future will fall 
well short of ever being world class, 
and we run the risk of failing a new 
generation of young people.” 

Once the consultation has closed 
the responses will be examined by 
civil servants and ministers before 
they decide how to proceed. 

National Union of Teachers Ox¬ 
fordshire spokesman Gawain Little 
said: “These headteachers are the 
people who have been asked if they 
would like to go selective and they 
are saying they would not. 

“It makes me very proud of our 
headteachers that they have put 
their heads above the parapet and 
taken this stance.” 

Department for Education spokes¬ 
woman Juliet Kirk said: “We know 
grammar schools provide a good 
education for their disadvantaged 
pupils and we want more pupils 
from lower income backgrounds to 
benefit from that.”

Commuters criticise 
hikes from ‘abysmal’ 
public transport firm

COMMUTER groups have hit 
out at news they will have to 
pay more for ‘abysmal’ ser¬ 
vices. 

The Rail Delivery Group 
announced last week that 
ticket prices would rise by an 
average of 2.3 per cent and 
passengers called for expla¬ 
nations. 

Chris Bates, chairman of 
the Cherwell Rail Users’ 
Group, said Oxfordshire’s 
commuters would be par¬ 
ticularly unhappy due to the 
‘abysmal’ performance of 
Great Western Railway. 

He called on the industry 
to explain why fares have in¬ 
creased above inflation. 

The regular commuter 
from Banbury to London, 
said: “No one will welcome 
higher fares and especially 
not people in Oxfordshire as 
Great Western Railway have 
been performing abysmally 
recently. 

“It’s not really acceptable 
and frankly they need to jus¬

tify and explain why the fares 
have increased above infla¬ 
tion.” 

In August the rail industry 
announced, a 1.9 per cent in¬ 
crease on its ‘regulated’ fares, 
which includes season tick¬ 
ets on most commuter jour¬ 
neys, most off-peak returns 
and anytime tickets around 
major cities. 

Last week, the Rail Delivery 
Group revealed there would 
be an average 2.3 per cent 
rise when ‘unregulated’ tick¬ 


ets, set by rail operators and 
including advanced and first 
class tickets, were also taken 
into account. 

Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port Union general secretary 
Mick Cash said the announce¬ 
ment was ‘another kick in the 
teeth’ for British passengers. 

He added: “Once again the 
rip-off private train compa¬ 
nies are laughing all the way 
to the bank as they whack up 
fares and axe staff in all-out 
dash to maximise profits.” 

Lianna Etkind, of the Cam¬ 
paign for Better Transport, 
condemned the increase, 
warning that some passen¬ 
gers are ‘finding themselves 
priced off the railways’. 

She said: “Between 1995 and 
2016 passengers have seen 
average fares increase by 
23.5 per cent and much more 
needs to be done by train op¬ 
erators and the Government 
to give them a truly afford¬ 
able railway” 

Paul Plummer, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Rail Delivery 
Group which represents 
train operators and Network 
Rail, said: “Around 97p in 
every pound passengers pay 
goes back into running and 
improving services.” 

The rise comes into effect 
on January 2.

Where good old fashioned service comes as standard 
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Campaign calls on 
drivers to stay safe

THOUSANDS of young people in 
Oxfordshire were hit with a har¬ 
rowing road safety message this 
week as the Save Drive Stay Alive 
campaign returned. 

Several students broke down 
in tears over the three-day series 
of events at the King’s Centre in 
Osney Mead, Oxford, attended by 
5,500 sixth form and college pupils. 

Emergency responders working 
in the Thames Valley as well as a 
bereaved parent and a young crash 
survivor stepped up to tell their 
stories alongside a jarring video. 

The annual partnership event 
aims to instil a sense of responsi¬ 
bility in young people aged 17 to 24 
as they get behind the wheel for the 
first time. 

Co-organiser Mick Clarke, the 
road safety manager for Oxford¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service, 
said: “We want young peo¬ 
ple to enjoy the freedom 
of driving. 


“But making the wrong decision 
can be life-changing. We live in a 
24/7 society now and we spend a 
lot of time rushing around; distrac¬ 
tions are such a big thing.” 

He added that firefighters, police 
officers and paramedics at an RTC 
were often shaken by the after-ef¬ 
fects of what they had dealt with. 

He said: “We are human and we 
have families with young children, 
and that’s why we get involved in 
these activities - to prevent them 
happening in the first place.” 

In 2015 a total of 24 people were 
killed on the county’s roads, and 
304 seriously injured - of which 
about a third, eight and 87 respec¬ 
tively, were young people aged 17-24 
despite the fact that they make up 
only an eighth of drivers. Of 1,623 
collisions reported in Oxfordshire 
484 involved a young driver. 

Matthew Arnold School student 
Holly Turner said the presentation 
had been ‘surreal’ and made her re¬ 
think rushing to learn. 

She said: “It’s 
quite scary, 


and really sad. They said they see 
this week to week and the injuries 
were really gruesome. It makes me 
not want to drive.” 

Among those to speak was Mags 
Wells, whose 18-year-old son Karl 
Nokes was killed in a horror crash 
in Buckinghamshire in 2008. He 
was in a friend’s car on a night out, 
doing 92mph in a 40mph zone when 
the driver lost control and crashed, 
and only one of the five occupants 
survived. 

Mrs Wells said: “This is the real 
events of the worst 
night of my life. , ^ 

I’m on my sixth 
year of doing 
this because I’m 
so passionate. I 
will never know 
whose life we saved 
in the audience, but 
I’m sure we do.”

THE BIRTH OF A NATION (15,120 
mins) Drama/Romance. Nate 
Parker, Armie Hammer, Aja 
Naomi King, Jackie Earle Haley, 
Penelope Ann Miller, Gabrielle 
Union, Colman Domingo.

THE media firestorm which has 
engulfed Nate Parker - director, 
writer and leading actor of The 
Birth Of A Nation - casts a long 
shadow over his historical 
drama about an 1831 slave 
rebellion in Virginia. 

The furore around a rape 
charge dating back to 1999, when 
Parker was a student at Penn 
State University and of which 
he was acquitted, has almost 
certainly torpedoed any chance 
of his individual contributions 
being part of the feverish 
Academy Awards conversations 
in the coming months. 

Judging The Birth Of A Nation 
purely on its merits, the film 
provokes the same debates as 12 
Years A Slave, albeit with less 
narrative sophistication and 
directorial brio. 

Behind the camera, Parker is 
ruled by convention and he 
struggles to generate dramatic 
momentum that would make the 
two-hour running time feel less 
of a slog. However, in a year 
when the lack of diversity in the 
global filmmaking community 
has become a hot-button topic, 
Parker’s achievements on a 
modest budget should not be 
underestimated. 

In his guise as slave-turned- 
preacher Nat Turner, the 
filmmaker is far more 
convincing, surrounding 
himself with an excellent 
ensemble cast, who treat the 
harrowing subject matter with 
the seriousness it deserves. 

Slave owner Samuel Turner 
(Armie Hammer) believes he is 
more tolerant and 
understanding than many of his 
neighbours in Southampton 
County. 

His God-fearing mother 
Elizabeth (Penelope Ann Miller) 
raised young Samuel with a 
slave boy called Nat (Parker) as 
his playmate, and the imposing 


matriarch taught Nat to read by 
referring him to the word of the 
Bible. Nat devours every word 
and grows up with a belief that 
he must preach to his people. 

He falls in love with another 
slave, Cherry (Aja Naomi King), 
but when she is brutally 
assaulted by a gang of white 
slave owners, led by snarling 
Raymond Cobb (Jackie Earle 
Haley), poor Samuel seriously 
questions the order of his 
unforgiving world. 

His friend and fellow slave 
Hark (Colman Domingo) suffers 
a similar hammer blow when 
his wife Esther (Gabrielle 
Union) is ordered to provide 
sexual services to one of 
Samuel’s dinner guests. 

These injustices light an 
unquenchable fire within Nat 
and he leads a rebellion that 
puts him on a collision course 
with Cobb and the pro-slavery 
establishment. 

The Birth Of A Nation is a 
passionate, yet clumsily 
conceived, rallying cry for 
equality, spattered with the 
blood and tears of men, who 
acknowledge that violence 
begets greater violence. 

Parker conceives some 
horrifying imagery, such as 
Cherry’s battered face after she 
is attacked, but he fails to 
elegantly weave these jolts into a 
fluid and constantly engaging 
character study.

RACIAL prejudice has never been 
more open and prevalent than 
in recent months, in the wake 
of Brexit, the election of Donald 
Trump as the new US President and 
the Black Lives Matter movement. 
My Sister's Keeper author Jodi 
Picoult tackles the issue of colour 
in her latest solo novel. She initially 
wanted to address this subject 
early on in her writing career, 
but felt too inexperienced to 
do it justice. Small Great Things, 
taken from a Reverend Dr Martin 
Luther King Jr quote, follows the 
case of experienced labour and 
delivery nurse Ruth Harrison, who 
happens to be black. She finds 
herself arrested for murder and 
involuntary manslaughter when 
a baby dies under her watch, 
following a routine hospital 
procedure. As with Picoult's other 


works, the story is seen through 
three different perspectives - that 
of Ruth, her lawyer and the child's 
father. How Ruth's situation and 
trial unfolds will make you cry, fill 
you with shock and disbelief, but 
above all, make you think about 
how the world is more than just 
black and white.

The Dark Flood Rises by Margaret

The 
Dark Flood Rises is a meditation 
on old age and inevitable death.

But 
the reader doesn't just have the 
benefit of her perspective, as 
Drabble interweaves the views 
and experiences of a host of 
different characters. This is no fast- 
paced thriller, but it's a thought- 
provoking, witty and surprisingly 
acerbic read.
